WITH THE exception of 
traffic case.s, whore victims 
are in most cases immediate¬ 
ly taken to the ho.spital in an 
ambulance. Sierra Madre po¬ 
lice first call a doctor who 
must go to the scene and 
then call an ambulance. 

Tills system, according to 
Dr. Groth, wastes time and 
frequently cau.ses needless 
suffering. 

"In many cases," said 
Dr. Groth, "we simply can¬ 
not treat a patient from a 
doctor's bag. All we can 
do is coll on ambulance." 

Under the county emerg¬ 
ency aid program, the police 
officer at the scene of an ac¬ 
cident or illness would im¬ 
mediately call an ambu¬ 
lance which would take the 
victim to a cooperating hos¬ 
pital. 

Hospitals in the aid pro¬ 
gram in this immediate area 
are Sierra Madre, St. Luke 
and Methodist. 

IN CASES involving indig¬ 
ent patients, the county 
would pay the medical fee 
which, according to Dr. 
Dr. Groth, would be much 
lower tlian the actual cost 
to the hospital, and the city 
would pay for the ambu¬ 
lance service. 

If the patient is able to 
pay, he is billed directly. 

Police Chief Gordon Mac¬ 
Millan said friction has not 
developed in traffic acci¬ 
dent cases. 

"It's home calls where 
the difficulty arises," said 
Chief MacMillan. "Even if 
v/e join the county pro¬ 
gram our police officers 
would in many coses have 
to call a doctor first." 

In a report to the Council, 
City Administrator L a w- 
rence C. Bevington said the 
county program would be no 
more costly to the city than 
the present system. 

The Council presumably 
will make a decision at the 
next meeting. 

EARLY IN the meeting, a 
dispute developed between 
Noren Eaton, local attorney, 
and the Council. 

Before Mr. Eaton arrived 
at 8 o’clock to represent 
John Rasmussen in a re¬ 
quest for a zone change, the 
Council already had acted, 
holding the matter over for 
two weeks.

Hats Off to Firemen 

Consider the Sierra Madre Fire Department. 

All volunteers—amateurs, in other words—yet 
they saved the canyon from a disastrous fire that 
could have destroyed dozens of homes. And they 
performed their herculean task in spite of consid¬ 
erable handicaps. 

When the alarm sounded, the firemen were fast 
asleep. They had to snatch their pants, get dressed 
and race to the scene of the fire before the flames 
roared out of control. This they did—27 of them— 
in a matter of four minutes. 

THEN THE canyon itself, or at least the area 
on Woodland Dr. where the fire occurred, is a tin- 
derbox of small summer cottages jammed together 
on the brink of steep cliffs. Vines, overhanging oak 
trees and a profusion of shrubbery crowd the street 
and the adjacent houses. Woodland Dr. is narrow, 
winding and steep. 

The whole sceen is picturesque, and also haz¬ 
ardous, particularly during periods of slight or no 
rainfall over several weeks—exactly the situation 
on Tuesday, Feb. 3, at 2 a.m. 

Nothing, it seems, could prevent a disaster in 
case of a serious fire. Yet the firemen, faced with 
these facts, responded like seasoned professionals. 

Although there was only one hydrant in the 
immediate vicinity, firemen managed to string four 
hoses into the area in a matter of minutes. One hose 
was unrolled from a hydrant on Canyon Crest across 
the valley, to Woodland. 

THE NET result was the destruction of one 
house, which was blazing furiously when firemen 
arrived, damage to two other buildings and sur¬ 
rounding trees. But the canyon was saved. 

The next morning, one Woodland Dr. resident 
remarked, “God was on our side last night.” That 
may be true, but the firemen were on our side, too. 

Our hats are off to members of the Volunteer 
Fire Department and their chief, Charles Brown.—

’ ON THE other hand when 
it comes to a subject like 
excessive ‘spending’'—which 
the President is against—it’s 
not very hard to understand 
what the President is say¬ 
ing. The ideas that he wants 
to express are clear in his 
own mind. Whether one 
agrees or not, they are en¬ 
tirely comprehensible. 

As an example at his most 
recent press conference the 
President took up the Derno- 
cratic-propsed housing bill. 

“. . . the effect of Jhis bill 
in the Senate,” the President 
.said, “I think will be about 
in ^he next several years $1.3 
billions more than I would 
recommend. Now, this means 
that right off In the very 
first bill the budget Is to be 
unbalanced . . .” 

He then went on to say: 

“Now I wonder why, if we 
are going to ask for these 
new expenditures, and 
everybody admitting that 
deficit spending is certainly 
not a good thing, why 
doesn’t each one of these 
bills include a meauro for 
increasing taxes? That 
would bo the straightfor¬ 
ward, honest way to see 
whether the United States 
really wants this kind of 
thing.” 

SPOKEN LIKE A REAL 
CONSERVATIVE— What the 
President has done in these 
few sentences is to express 
a genuine, old-fashioned 
conservative viewpoint. He 
does not go into all the ram¬ 
ifications of how federal 
housing funds should bo 
.spent, or what rate of inter¬ 
est should be charged, or 
what the rent should be in 


federally-aided housing. 

These are “details” so far 
as Ike is concerned and 
minor details, at that. 

Of course, there will be 
those who argue that is is 
such details that make the 
big difference between pub¬ 
lic and private housing. If 
the banks are going to de¬ 
termine the costs, then the 
ex-GI or other comparative¬ 
ly low-income home builder 
will be paying one rate (a 
high one, you can be sure). 
On the otlier Irand, if the 
federal government lays 
down certain rules the in¬ 
terest rate will be entirely 
different. (No one, of course, 
is so naive as to believe that 
speculators and real estate 
operators have not been fi* 
nagling with federal funds. 
But that’s another subject.) 

AFTER THE President 
talked on this and a related 
topic for five or six minutes 
he then took a breath and 
said, “Now I have had my 
say.” 

What amazed .so many of 
the newspapermen was that 
they understood what Ike 
was talking about. Probably 
there were not many who 
agreed with him; most un¬ 
doubtedly felt he was over¬ 
simplifying a very complex 
dome.slic problem. The big 
new.s, though, was not the 
ideas he expre.ssed—^but the 
notion that the President 
could say anything In clear, 
conci.se language that was 
not written out for him. The 
explanation, I believe, is 
that Ike is an old-fashioned 
conservative, a believer in 
thrift and frugality. 

He is not one of those 
“modern Ropublican.s” he 
has been talking about for 
several years.

Last year, you may recall, 

I strenuously oppsed the 
Kennedy-Ives bill on 
grounds that it did not do 
the job that needed to be 
done. It did not offer relief 
from the busine.ss-wTecking 
secondary boycott and or¬ 
ganizational picketing. It did 
not provide for the secret 
ballot, to give union mem¬ 
bers control of the decisions 
of their own locals. It did 
not close the gap between 
National Labor Relations 
Board juri.sdiction and the 
courts. Neither the worker, 
the general public, nor the 
businessman got the protec¬ 
tion they .so badly need, 
from the ill-fated Kennedy- 
Ives bill. It was a bad bill 
and that’s why it was de¬ 
feated so decisively in the 
House of Representatives. 

The new Kennedy bill, in¬ 
troduced in the Senate sev¬ 
eral days ago, isn’t mucli 
better. It might be called a 
“labor reporting bill,” for it 
provides that unions and 
employers file massive re¬ 
ports with the Secretary of 
Labor. But the bill, like Ken- 
nedy-Ives before it, has no 
teeth. Without adequate pen¬ 
alties for violations, it offers 
little or no protection from 
the coersive practices which 
unfortunately, have become 
rather widespread in labor 
unions. 


THE BILL I have just in¬ 
troduced gets at the essent¬ 
ials, outlawing b 1 a c k m a il 
picketing, coersive boycot¬ 
ting. and closing tlie gap be¬ 
tween the NLRB and the 
courts; tlius eliminating that 
no-mans-land that has been 
the refuge of the union rack¬ 
eteering bill, and it has 
teeth. Hitherto, the penalty 
of a union violating the law 
was forleituro of protection 
under the NI.RB, This obvi¬ 
ously is scant deterrent to 
men who.se motives arc per¬ 
sonal power and greed, not 
the welfare of the labor 
movement or union mem¬ 
bers. My bill provides for 
when unions violate the law, 
and that would really hurt, 
the loss of tax e.xemptions 

It would be grossly unfair 
to penalize union members, 
which would be the effect ot 
losing tax exemptions, un¬ 
less the members have full 
control of their union. There¬ 
fore. my bill would give the 
members the right to elect 
their officers by secret ballot, 
the right to recall those of¬ 
ficers by majority vote, and 
the right of acce.ss to all fi¬ 
nancial reports, both treas¬ 
ury and welfare and pension 
funds. 

Under this bill, graft and 
corruption and fraud by In¬ 
dividuals would be subject 
to heavy fines and imprison¬ 
ment.

Since Fob. 1 the Community Room of the Sierra Madre 
Public Library has held the masterly exhibit of oil paint¬ 
ings by Jo.shua Meador, who is no stranger to the gallery, 
having been the first winner of the Purchase Prize now 
offered annually to artists. 

A first glance at the walls .sjirs the brew of anticipa¬ 
tion in a visitor to this show 
and will detain him for some 
time thereafter to enjoy the 
harmony that a thorough 
study of those paintings will 
irifiuce. Harmony, that is, 
without the monotony that 
often accompanies peace. 

IN CANNERY ROW and a 

comijanion piece of boats in 
"Unloading," the light gray, 
watery sheen of Monterey 
Peninsula scenery is sot down 
with the slii)periness of fish. 
Mucli of the fine work in 
this exhibition has been ef¬ 
fected with the palette knife, 
in firm, flat rectangles and 
a drippiness of paint around 
the edges of the rectangles 
that gives a wet look. 

“Sunset iind the Low Tide” 
turns its foreground into tide 
pools reflecting the sunset, 
and to tenuous little figures; 
the background only just 
revealing darkling fishing 
boats under a tangerine sky. 
A second sun.set callwl "Pa¬ 
cific" (cheeringly marked 
sold) shows another.kind of 
sun.set, in iialer tones of the 
tangerine. On tlie wall at 
right angles to "Pacific” is 
one more sold, a composition 
of four ballerinas that in¬ 
vites the imagination, en¬ 
titled "Illusion." 

Mr. Meador has been to 
Central America and brought 
back “Los 'I’res .Santos,” 
wliieli is full of life and the 
fumes of superstition: “Nue¬ 
vo .San l''rancisco," "Belem, 
Antigua," and .some more of 
the.se subjects. One the same 
wall hang two landscapes— 
"Arches" and "Old Court¬ 
yard” the juxtaposition of 
which is unfortunate because 
of their similar treatment of 
dai-k gray rock and stone 
and the lush greens of grass. 
Each would have txuiefited 
hy separation from the 
other.

The colon, or large intestine, is important in the di¬ 
gestive prex’ess. When its normal function of assisting in 
the elimination of waste materials from the body is im¬ 
paired, distressing .symptoms develop, such as rectal bleed¬ 
ing or alternating constipation and diarrhea.

In the digestive process, 
the food enters the ascend¬ 
ing colon. With the action 
called peristalsis, the colon 
contracts and expands; this 
process sends the material 
along its way through what 
is known as the alimentary- 
tract. 

Normally wastes are elim¬ 
inated without difficulty, 
but when there is interfer¬ 
ence, colitis may- develop. 

Feelings of anger or re¬ 
sentment tend to tighten up 
the emotional structure. 
Feelings of sadne.ss or deep 
depression play- a similar 
role. In .some persons the 
feelings are so .strong that 
colitis occurs and the end 
result is an interference in 
normal bowel evacuation.

Usually there is no damage 
to the tis.sues. Once the vic¬ 
tim has been restored to a 
state of equanimity’, the 
condition disappears. 

Ulcerative colitis, how¬ 
ever, is a .serious complica¬ 
tion. The diarrhea is accom¬ 
panied by' pain; it is severe 
and prolonged. The lo.ss of 
blood from the bowel is an 
added menace. 

X-ray films are usually 
taken to confirm the diag- 
nosi.s. The patient is given 
some substance, such as 
barium, and the physician 
studies the X-ray films of 
the bowel in action. The X- 
ray films also reveal the ul¬ 
cers preseitt along the lin¬ 
ing of the colon. 

PAIN IS frequently a.sso- 
ciated with ulcerative coli¬ 
tis. It is spasmodic in type, 
causing the patient to 
double up with its gnawing 
sensation. 

Diet is important in the 
control of the condition. 

Usually it is bland in na¬ 
ture, since every effort is 
made to lessen irritation. 

Good mental hygiene is 
equally important, a calm, 
mental acceptance of every¬ 
day tensions will help. And 
hurry, worry and excesses of 
any kind should be avoided.

In addition to fitting into 
small gardens, dwarf fruit 
also fits the gardener’s busy 
schedule. While pruning 
and spraying requirements 
are much the same—variety 
for variety—as with full- 
scale trees, it is ea.sy to see equipment 
that there is much le.ss of it 
and it is ea.sier to get at 
with the dwarf. 

Another advantage, often 
overlooked, is that dwarf 
fruit trees come into bearing 
much earlier than the full- 
size counterparts. You often 
pick fruit the second sum¬ 
mer after planting a dwarf. 

You wait three or more years 
with the others. 

ms A MISTAKE to think, 
however, that dwarts, by vir¬ 
tue of their adaptability to 
garden use, don’t need the 
same things any fruit tree 
needs. Good fertile soil is 
always best and a sunny lo¬ 
cation is a must if fruit pro¬ 
duction is to reach capacity. 

Since the root system is 
.shallower, the dwarf will 
need a bit more frequent ir¬ 
rigation. 

The dwarf fruits you buy 
now will bo bareroot. Ask 
your nurseryman to show 
you how to prune roots and 
top before planting. Then 
plant with the bud union 
above soil level. To set it 
below might encourage the 
top to take root. And since 
the top Is budded on from dusk, 
normal stock, it would grerw recori
